1. Claims 1-13, 16, 18-19, 21-22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest removing/etching an organic ARC 
using the system of etching agents being nitrogen-free and including one or more 
fluorine-containing compounds, an inert carrier gas and chlorine. The closest prior art 
of Meador et al ( 5,919,599 ) teaches away from the claimed invention by disclosing 
etching an organic ARC using a system of etching agents includes fluorocarbon, inert 
gas, chlorine and nitrogen .
